This  year  we  have  been  fortunate,  there  were  only  two  oases  proved 
to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  .Six  patients  were  notified  as 
suspeoted  to  have  Diphtheria,  these  wore  all  sent  to  Hospital,  only 
two  were  found  to  be  positive.  Neither  of  these  had  been  Immunise d 
and  both  recovered. 

I  should  like  to  emphasise  the  vital  importance  that  all  children 
should  have  the  advantage  of  immunization  against  Diphtheria. 

Experience  has  proved  its  value  as  a  prophylactic  against  this 
disease.

Suitable  patients  are  recommended  by  their  doctor  or  the  doctor 
in  charge  of  the  clinics. 

Those  women  are  seen  by  the  Lady  Doctor  who  will  give  advice  and 
help,  between  2  and  5  p.n.  the  2nd  and  4th  Friday  in  each  month.

Nursing 

Two  Queen*  s  Nurses,  who  are  trained  and  qualified  midwives,  are 
employed  by  the  Swinton  District  Nursing  Association;  They  reside 
at  the  Nurses1  Home  in  Church  Street.  Messages  should  be  sent  before 
10  a.ra.  either  to  the  Hone  or  left  at  tho  Post  Office.  Two  Health 
Visitors  are  employed  by  the  W.R.C.C.  and  attend  all  the  Welfare  Clinics 
at  Rock  House  and  the  Clinics  at  the  various  schools. 

They  also  visit  the  houses  of  mothers  of  young  babies. 

In  the  District  there  are  seven  midwives,  four  of  these  are 
employed  by  tho  County  Council,  two  by  the  Nursing  Association  and 
one  independent  midwife .
